whom the public look. 

'Almost every business or profession 
is licenseci," says Geo. N. I Hack, of Los 
Angeles, President of the California 
State Realty Federation, speaking of 
the measure, "the doctor, ministei, 
even the hack driver, ami cluuitieur 
have licenses, but anybody can dabble 
in real estate under the present sys¬ 
tem. The ’so-called curbstone oper¬ 
ators pay no office rent, do not adver¬ 
tise, and they do nothing to support 
the community, and they prey on the 
legitimate men in tile business There 
is no recourse should they put over a 
shady transaction. Usually this sort 
of man is judgment proof, and a civil 
action is useless. As legitimate real 
estate agents, we want to give more 
protection to thiv investing public, and 
protect our profession from the odium

as ft State Adevrtising Fund, for use 
in advertising California,and its re¬ 
sources. The state never lias bud a 
fund, and the real estate men, through 
the California State Realty Federation 
are tltus voluntarily assessing them¬ 
selves to provide such a fund. Then 
expenditure of the fund will lie under 
the direction of a Special Advertising 
Commission, composed of four repre¬ 
sentative licensed real estate men, with 
th<* Governor <»f Ualifornla an an ex- 
ofTicio member.” 

Real estate men are to he legally de¬ 
scribed by law. and made responsible 
f„r their own acts, statements, and 
representations, when presenting prop¬ 
erty to Investors. Kach "ill be re¬ 
quired to have a Specified business ad¬ 
dress, designated by a real estate sign. 
Any one performing an net commonly 
known as a real estate transaction as 
an agent or broker for a commission or 
compensation, comes within the provi¬ 
sions of the law. It does not afreet 
owners selling their own property.

WHERE SINGLE TAX PAYS 


Canadians Are Surprised at Opposition 
to Their Successful Plan 

The question of tax reform has pro¬ 
voked considerable discussion pro and 
con within the last few months but 
the arguments have been largely theo¬ 
ries of what might happen under a 
certain system of taxation. The fol¬ 
lowing interview is quite timely on 
tlie tax system of Canada. 

"That the single tax has been an un¬ 
qualified success wherever it has been 
tried in the cities of the provinces or 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. Canada, is 
tile news brought by prominent mem¬ 
bers of the touring party of 22(1 resi¬ 
dents of that region who arrived In Sari 
Francisco Friday on their way to Eos 
Angeles. 

"The provincial government of Al¬ 
berta has made the single tax compul- 
sory and has given all its cities two 
years in which to adopt this form of 
taxation," said J. E. Swinerton, who 
is in the hotel business at MacEeod, 
Alberta. "The little city of MacLeod 
has hut 3000 Inhabitants and yet it 
lias fine streets, a good sewel* system 
and owns its own water system and 
electric light plant, all made possible 
under the single tax system. All of 
the buildings that.are being erected 
now are of brick and stone, since we 
have removed the tax on improve¬ 
ments. We came to the conclusion 
tlui# it was folly to place a Tine or pen¬ 
alty on people for improving their 
property and the results obtained in 
Alberta show that we are right. With 
all our municipal improvements our 
tax tills year was only 7 mills on the 
dollar or 70 cents per $100."
